dicate cholera. The adviser had a sick 
one killed and Immediately made a 
postmortem 
exam ination. 
The 
vital 
organs were found to be in a healthy 
condition, but the intestines were full 
of 
worms. 
Mr. 
Grannis 
advised 
a 
verm ifuge for extolling the worms and 
the feeding of a m ixture of limestone 
screenings, rock phosphate and w«kh1 
ashes 
This advice was followed, nod 
no further loss of pigs followed. This 
advice is invaluable to the hog raiser. 
W orms and lack of mineral m ailer are 
two great causes that contribute to a 
bud physical condition, which makes 
pigs susceptible to auy disease th at 
may com e along, aud if they die in any 
m anlier it is gulled cholera,

his home in Shrewsbury on Sunday at 
1:15 p. rn.

citizens of 
Shrewsbury township, had 
been sick 
for a long time arid had been in a fee­ 
ble condition for several 
years.

— Heartened 
by the now encouragement held out 
by high medical authority that cancer 
may prove curable by radium tre a t­ 
ment. men and women in Philadelphia 
who had all but given up hope of life 
have been flocking in such numbers 
to the Oncologic hospital, where ra­ 
dium treatm ent can be obtained, that 
the resources of the institution have 
been swamped. 
Tile three specimens of radium that 
are available for treatm ent are used 
day and night in the institution. 
Yet 
the rush of sufferers has grown to 
such proportions that scores of < uses 
in which the need is slightly less ur­

growing “waiting list.” 
At tile same time the work with ra­ 
dium, which lias been going on at this 
institution for seven yers, shows the 
almost incredible power ut the element 
aa a healing agent. 
Again and again persons who had 
been given up by eminent specialists 
as insurable have been restored to the 
business of common life and score i on 
the books of the institution with tho 
letters **W. M. E. D.” (without manl­ 
iest evidence of disease!. 
Tim hospital is extremely careful 
about pronouncing a case "cured,” but 
very few of the patients who have 
been so improved by radium treatm ent 
have shown symptoms of a return of 
the affliction.
